This may be a stupid question for most of you on the list, but I am not the 
smartest person when it comes to antennas. 


I want to be able to use my SW40+ from within my house and have all the 
necessary components (power supply, key, headphones, etc.). I do have a 
Rainbow tuner which isn't built yet and have no other tuner. The area where 
I am going to locate the SW40+ for operating is near a window so I have easy 
access for running wire out the window. 


Now here's the part I don't fully understand. I want to just use a plain 
Simple 1/2 wavelength longwire for my first antenna. Should I run coax from 
the transceiver outside and then attach the actual antenna wire to the coax 
or should I attach the actual antenna wire to a BNC connector, attach it to 
the tranceiver and the run this outside? I also understand the need for a 
counterpoise wire. The counterpoise should be attached to the cabinet or the 
transceiver, correct? Should the counterpoise wire be any certain length? 


I know that these are silly questions and I hope you'll all forgive me for 
asking. I did learn quite a bit while building the SW40+, even if it didn't 
work properly upon applying power. The 'doctor' (Dave Benson) gave it some 
medicine and it's better now and on it's way back to me :)

"Make a Xerox copy" is a good idea for the PCP project but please know that 
few copiers of any brand copy at 100% or exact size for size. Many copiers 
are set to enlarge so there will not be black boarder bands due to the 
placement of the original on the platen glass and for other reasons. The 
enlargement is significant in most cases. Auto document feeders also do not 
place the original on the glass as well as you can. 


Hand register the document and use the reduction or enlargement to get as 
close to the copiers best SWL. One will also notice that many copiers will 
enlarge more in one plane than the other. This is due to the scan speed vs. 
the lens position. Many walk in copy shops are now featuring the Xerox 
DC230 digital copier, these units use a scanner, thus the copied image very 
close to 1:1. Any digital copier will do. 


As a Xerox Tech I have been asked to adjust light lens copiers to do 100%. I 
have done it a few times but it takes hours and not every unit will adjust. 
I have never been asked to adjust a digital unit.

Gang, 


I couldn't agree more with N7RR's comments on his little momemtary switch 
keyer. My first set was built eleven years ago per the 1987 article in 
Sprat. They still work perfectly today! I use them portable and at home. As 
a matter of fact the little paddles were lent to WONVM two weeks ago so he 
could try them mobile. 


My paddles have one major mod. I glued them together and inserted the 
assembly into a plastic pill bottle. The connection to the keyer is handled 
by three conductors of flat computer cable to a 1/8" plug. The strain relief 
is a tie-wrap. 


Three quick thoughts to add to Bruce Prior's original article: 1) We 
reprinted his excellent project in the St. Louis QRP Society's newsletter in 
1987. Looking back at the article now he was VE7CKF in those days. 2) The 
softest touch switches usually work the best but not always. It depends on 
your keying style. 3) With a little practice it's possible to use the pill 
bottle-style paddles one-handed. Neat stuff! However, for most folks holding 
the paddles (or plastic bottle) in one hand and operating with the other is 
the way to go. 


Over the years I have tried to modify the paddles with larger fingerpieces. 
Also, recorded several failed attempts to shorten the plastic 
(hard-as-steel) actuating buttons to make the travel shorter. My final word 
on the matter is the paddles work exactly as N7RR intended. Don't try to fix 
‘em! <g> 

Finally, these things are addictive because they work as advertised and the 
cost to build is almost nil. Aside from weighing next to nothing they are 
great for portable ops when there is no flat surface available for a regular 
set of paddles.

My scenario is to use the Norcal 20(repackaged). Operation would be a 
maximum of 1.5 hours per day with a 15% transmitting use. Duration of 
backpacking trip is 12 days.

Speaking more as a backpacker (an ultralight freak 
at that - <www.primenet.com/~vole/ultralight.html> ) 
than a QRPer at the moment, 12 days of gear/supplies 
is already going to weigh you down an AWFUL lot. 


The NC20 is a great rig by all indications, but it 
wasn't designed to be a minimal-current-drain rig, 
like the SW+ Series from Small Wonder Labs or the SST 
Series from Wilderness Radio (about 15mA rcvr drain 
each). 


Since this is going to be a long backpacking trip, and 
QRP seems to be a pleasant sideshow of your trip rather 
than a centerpiece, I'd strongly suggest you consider 
cutting your weight a few pounds by trying a different 
station setup. 


My current backpacking (w/ QRP as sideshow) station uses 
an SST-20, a Whiterook paddle (very light), AAA-batts, 
"earbud" headphones, a 1/2-wave 24-ga wire antenna with 
counterpoise, and a ZM-2 tuner. The ZM-2 should really 
be replaced by a Rainbow Tuner to minimize space/weight, 
but I haven't gotten around to that yet. 


(With a tuned dipole and feedline I could dump the tuner, 
but until you've tried to get a dipole up on Day 4 of a 
cold, wet trip high on a windy ridge, the elegance of a 
1/2-wave "toss one end in a tree, orientation be damned" 
setup may not be apparent to the casual reader. ;-) ) 


When QRP is the xreasonx for the trip, I add my Sierra, 
solid knee key, and beefier batteries. 


Last long trip I took was 8 days along part of the John 
Muir Trail, total pack weight (including food, QRP gear 
and a 3-lb "bear can") was just a tad over 30 lbs. With 


my bad knees, lightweight backpacking isn't a lark, it's 


a necessity. ;-) 


Last week (?) someone posted an excellent analysis of 
how to determine battery requirements based on Rcev/Xmit 
drain, etc. It's in the QRP-L archives somewhere. If you 
can dig it up, it'd be a great starting point. 


Anyway, pardon my ramblings. Backpacking and QRP are my 
only hobbies, I tend to get very enthused about each of 
them. :-) Please let us know how it goes! Better yet, 
write it up for the Adventure Radio Society!

I've always taken a slightly different approach to batteries. I use a 
9 cell AA battery pack. This allows me to use the batteries most of the way 
down the discharge curve. Also, all the other electrical equipment I drag 
along, ie flashlights, GPS, etc, all use AA cells. This allows me to move 
the batteries around to where is needed. I have used this for casual 
operation for 6 day trips. Probably for 12 you will eithe rneed to pack 
along extras or go your recharge route. Either way I still suggest the AA 
cell way. 

My latest creation of the backpacking radio will use the ESP-1 
power supply, as a selectable option, which will allow me to use almost any 
battery and squeeze down to the last volt.

There was a posting 
here a while back for the dipole exercise documented by Marshall, N1FN, but 
I'll repeat it for those who missed it:

I'll probably be a month or two getting the new antenna made, but I'll let 
you all know how it works.

Well, as I noted before I had narrowed my SST's TX problem to a bad final 


transistor. I ordered up a replacement last night, as well as a compatible 
"hop-up" part with more gain. Tonight, I was sitting around getting 
impatient so I started searching for a suitable replacement in the shack. 
After looking and looking I finally came across an old Regency VHF business 
band radio. I decided that might be a likely prospect for the power I was 
looking for (it put out about 5w), so I popped open the case and traced back 
from the RF jack to find the final. I find the final, it's marked with 
Motorola's logo - and is numbered "696-3", and below that "536". Now I 
don't know a LOT about transistor markings, but I assumed this to be an 
MRF536. I search for this online, and discover a listing that shows this 
transistor to be close to what I'm after (at least somewhat similar to the 
2SC799 that comes with the SST). I pop this thing in, make my solder 
joints, turn on the SST, key down, and WOW! I'm greeted with the swinging 
needle of my OHR WM-2. Showing about 1.5w out. Not stellar, to be sure, 
but more than adequate until my ECG-341 gets here. Yippee! Woohoo! My 
first kit radio is on the air! Now I just need to get the Gap vertical up 
for 30m...until then I'll just drag the rig into the club station ;) Now, I 
could have been wrong about the transistor markings and just got lucky - 
would any of you guys that know more about this than myself (and might also 
have a transistor data manual) care to comment??? Also, some verification 
that this part is at least temporarily happy with it's new living 
arrangements would be nice... From a newbie's perspective, coming up with 
something like this is the highlight of the week...

Well, in my eternal quest to eventually design and build my own radio, I had 
complete and total fun trying to build an audio amplifier for it.

YES, I know I could have used a better op-amp circuit. NO, the resistor and 
Capacitor values are not optimal -- I really don't even remember how to 


derive such values. NO, I'm not (yet) trying to go for high performance, 
and YES, I understand that high performance makes listening a pleasure, 
instead of a chore. YES, I plan on re-visiting or, at least, re-engineering 
the circuit. YES, I am open to constructive criticism pertaining to this 
circuit -- feel free to offer suggestions! 


WIth that in mind, let me remind all who is interested that this is 
primarily for self education. I learned a great deal about how to handle 
extremely high gain amplifiers. 


FIRST RULE OF MAKING HIGH GAIN AF AMPLIFIERS: 
DO NOT use Radio Shack brand breadboards. With the extreme amounts 
of single-stage gain, combined with the close spacing of the 1458's 
output to its inputs, AND the extremely high capacitance of such 
breadboards, self-oscillation is the tendency. Your life WILL 
be hell if you take this approach. 


I was trying to strive for a voltage gain of 1000 (power gain of 60dB) per 
stage, thus giving me an even 120dB of gain all total. I ended up using a 
gain of 2136 per stage, since those were the only standard value resistors 
I had on hand. This yielded a total calculated gain of 132dB. 


I started out with C10 set to 0.01uF -- at this time, the second stage has 
not yet been built -- it was feeding directly into the o-scope for this 
part. Also, the non-inverting input of Ula was attached to both a 220-ohm 
resistor (left floating), and a 470K ohm resistor to ground. In otherwords, 
Ula was wired as a differential amplifier, which was my original intent. 


I found that the op-amp would go into oscillation if I touched the inverting 
input (through its 220-ohm resistor, of course), but not the non-inverting 
input (I just got 60Hz buzz [normal and expected] when I touched the 
non-inverting input). I still don't know why this is. But it was. In an 
attempt to figure out what was going on, I started playing with the resistor 
scheme on the non-inverting input. I tried placing the 220-ohm resistor to 
ground as well as the 470K, and even took the 470K out. No change. Weird. 


(Aside: Every parallel capacitance and resistance has an equivalent series 
circuit. With this in mind, and since the negative input and the output 
were right next to each other on the chip, the stray capacitance of the 
breadboard combined with the feedback resistance R14 caused capacitive 
pickup in both the inverting and non-inverting inputs to the chip, that was 
in a phase conducing to self-oscillation. Since it was wired as a 
differential amplifier, and since the rows in the breadboard makes a 
capacitive voltage divider, there's always a difference on the inputs -- 
thus causing a voltage swing on the output. I tried placing a cap between 
the two inputs, but no avail -- it didn't work. But that's what I think is 
happening. ) 


Thinking it had something to do with the output driving an o-scope probe, I 
decided to build the second stage of the amplifier. That was a mistake. 
That stage, working perfectly, amplified xEVERYTHING* in the first stage, 
including all of its tendency to oscillate. There was nothing I could do, 
short of powering it off, to stop the oscillations. 


I was completely baffled by this. Just on a hunch, I replaced C10 with its 
current value of @.22uF, powered it back on, and viola -- all I could hear 
was hiss. It was beautiful -- until I touched the negative input to the 
amplifier. It squealed at around 12.5kHz, with lots of noise -- primarily 
60Hz hum. Knowing I was on the right track, I decided to also touch the 
positive input -- the squeal remained, but the 60Hz hum was GONE! It was 
finally acting as an amplifier. Now to get rid of that pesky oscillation. 


(Question: Why could C10 make a difference? Using a larger value of C10 
also makes it oscillate. Any ideas why?) 


The cause of the oscillation was primarily placement of components, it 
turned out. I moved things about on the breadboard, and the problem went 
away. Now to get some audio into this thing, to truely test the 
amplification. 


I ran a long wire from the CD player that I have to the amplifier I built. 
This was just some magnet wire I had strewn onto the floor, wrapped around a 
speaker a few times, and brought back to the amplifier. One end of the wire 
was grounded. The intend was to magnetically sample the output of the 
speaker, so that I could here it at the amplifier. With remote control in 
hand, I went back to the amplifier circuit, and put on the headphones. Much 
to my suprise, I heard the local Palomar College AM radio station 
(Underground Radio, 1320 AM). However, it wasn't very strong, but it was 
well above the noise level of the amplifier. 


After fooling around with the resistor arrangement on the input to the 
amplifier (thinking it was an impedance mismatch), I finally got the station 
to come in remarkably loud. So loud, in fact, that I had to insert a volume 
control in front of my headphones!! I was pleased as punch, to say the 
least, and to boot, Underground started playing Peter Gabriel -- one of my 
favorite artists. At this time, I found it prudent to indulge myself, and 
enjoy some music. x*grinx 


Trying to get even more gain out of the amplifier, and reduce internal 
losses, I decided to replace C10 yet again with a larger value -- this time, 
a @.47uF capacitor (like C20). BIG mistake -- it oscillated so bad that I 
nearly jumped out of my seat. I actually had to listen to a real CD to test 
the headphones to make sure I didn't damage them. Fortunately, I didn't. 


After replacing C10 with 0.22uF again, the radio worked as before. I was 
really quite puzzled at this, and remain so to this time. But it works, and 


I'm not complaining. 


I'm still fiddling with the circuit, but more news will come as I learn 
more...

Danh, 


I have noticed that it is much easier to tune up the NC20 transmitter 
AFTER you have set the TX offset frequency using TC7. It isn't 

easy to adjust TC7 until you have the transmitter tuned up properly 
(sort of chicken and egg problem), so compromise by setting TC7 to 
half capacitance and then tuning up the transmitter. This has the 
same effect. 


The problem seems to be one of feedback to the NE602's oscillator 
from the transmitter output. It messes up the tuning completely! 
With TC7 set to maximum capacitance (as shipped, new) the circuit 
seems most sensitive to this. Once you set TC7 to half-way, the 
problem goes away. 


Don't forget (everyone) that you should only tune up the transmitter 
with about 1 watt of output. Keep the DRIVE control low to ensure 
this. In common with most power amplifiers, tuning up at low powers 
ensures good results whereas tuning up at high power doesn't work 

at all well (the tuning controls will seem to have little effect, 
unless you are looking at a spectrum analyzer to do this!).

Hello Bill you wrote: 


>In the "olden days" we had some kind of rub-ons that worked pretty good, 
>but, haven't seen them around anymore. 


These can still be found at Office Supply Stores. With careful application 
and a carefully sprayed on overcoat of clear these make great panels. 


>And my computer printer is an old 
>epson dot matrix, but I can use it to print labels, but then I would have 


>to cut them out and glue them on? 


I have made quite acceptable front panels with a dot matrix printer. You 
put the printer into it's "best" mode and print an entire front panel on an 
8 1/2 by 11 sheet with corner marks (+) for positioning. You can do this 
in a word processor program printing out draft copies to check the fit and 
position of your type. Print the final good panel on colored paper if you 
wish, "goldenrod" look good. Over laminate the panel area on the paper 
with clear wide shipping tape or clear adhesive backed shelf paper. Apply 
to the front panel with artist mount spray adhesive. Trim the paper and 
cut the holes for the controls with an Exacto knife after it's applied to 
the front panel and the adhesive has set. This will give you perfect 
edges. Install the controls using thin washers under panel nuts to protect 
the paper panel. These also help to hold the panel on. By the time you 
get it all together it will look pretty good. Sometimes I have had edges 
pop up after some time. Just use a little spray adhesive on the end of a 
toothpick as an applicator and glue it back down. Or apply the clear 
shipping tape last and trim it so you can fold the tape around the edges of 
the panel. I've done it both ways with good results.

I've posted this everywhere else without any luck. I might as well try 
here, since the rig is QRP (10 watts) on 2 meters... 


As some of you may have gathered from my requests for a manual, I recently 
acquired an old (as in maybe 25 years old) Icom IC-201 2 meter (144-146 
mhz) all mode base rig. I purchased it from a ham in Kansas, and it has a 
serial number of 0023. Yes, 23! It's also in absolutely beautiful 
condition, and got me a very nice report in a local SSB QSO.

The first 100 of the NC20 third world project kits have been kitted by a 
volunteer crew of Paul Maciel, James Bennett, Cathy Bennett and Doug 
Hendricks. We met in Dos Palos on Saturday and worked from 10 AM to 7 PM 
(with a short pizza break for lunch) and kitted 100 kits (35000 parts). I 
then realized Sunday that we had left one very important part out of the 
kits, a 2.1mm power plug. So, a phone call to Mouser, and the parts are 
ordered. When they arrive, I will add one to each kit, then I will be ready 
to ship the first box to George Dobbs. It looks like we will ship in units 
of 25 or so at a time. This project will take a while, as we don't want to 
bury George with all of these kits at one time, and since they will be 
shipped as "surplus amateur radio parts", we must not sent too many at one 
time. 


You might be interested in knowing in how we are preparing the kits for 
shipping. We are assembling the cases, and putting the circuit board 
(sealed in a plastic bag) on the bottom, then the bag of 7 bags of parts 
goes on top, and finally we put the top of the case on, tighten all the 
screws and have a nice solid package. This should provide excellent 
protection for the components, and when it gets to England, George will be 
able to handle it much easier. 


Dave Fifield is making some corrections to the manual, and then it will be 
shipped to George, where he will get the copies made (it makes no sense to 
pay to ship manuals). 


George will determine who gets the kits, as he has the contacts to 
distribute them without shipping them. He plans to have every kit hand 
delivered to the recipitients. Several have expressed concern as to the 


complexity of the kit and the ability of third world hams to assemble it. A 
point of explanation. The target for these kits is a person who already has 
his ham license. He was probably a student at a University and operated the 
college club station. But when he left college, funds were just not 
available to buy a ham station. He has the knowledge, probably even a EE 
degree, but lacks the funds. We will provide the stations. It is a win-win 
situation. George will send the kits to areas where he knows that there is 
a qualified Elmer to help with the construction. Thanks to everyone who 
supported this project.

Hi Peter... it'll be interesting to see how it goes... I have 14 new 
Panasonic 3700 mA-Hr NiMH cells (from Digikey), and yesterday got in several 
of the Maxim MAX712 NiMH Fast/Trickle charging ICs (also from Digikey.) 


My only experience with NiMH is with my old-but-nice, little Gateway 
Handbook 486. I keep it on trickle charge, and when I think about it, swap 
to charge the extra battery. I have done this for several years, and it 
hasn't seemed to hurt them. Unlike NiCads, which I have no use for at 
all-occasional use seems to ruin them for me, in little time, using 
different (but admittedly "fast" charging using the OEM charger that came 
with/or was purchased with the HT/whatever. ) 


If they cannot maintain a 90-95% charge over a weekend, for examply, then 
you're right... there's no use to them. But as long as they hold that charge 
level for several days, that'll handle any of my intended 
uses-camping/portable/etc. And if they do, then I'll probably duplicate the 
pak / IC charger so I can do something like the little notebook cpu-and swap 
one/trickle one. I will probably use C/3 or C/4 to charge them-I really 
don't like truly FAST (C) charging after Icom and Kenwood nicads died-I 
believe as a result of low usage & occasional fast charging. 


I'll be putting out the data as soon as I know something.

Folks, 


I recently came across some Freeware that is ALMOST exactly what I 
need. It is called ExpressPCB. It is a small Windows-based CAD program 
that stores the PCB pad outlines for a variety of components and enables 
you to place those designs with connecting traces to make PCB designs. 

It is released by a PCB manufacturer as a way to have all there customers 
submit designs in a common format. 

The reason that this isn't 100% what I seek is that when it prints 
your design, it places a grid over the design and makes the "board 
surface" a light grey color. This makes it inappropriate for making 
photo masks or laserjet transfers. Since this program wasn't designed to 
do that, I'm not complaining or slamming them. 

Does anyone know of the existence of a freeware program that will do 


what I've described AND print the design in actual size? Any good 
programmers out there want to try doing a small project? 

I've tried EASYTRAX and it is no way near as simple and intuitively 
obvious as this program. Also, I'd rather not have a crippled version of 
commercial software, don't know when I'd need to go over 100 -200 
landings or 3"X3" board surface.

I just got around to downloading the wave file of this. 
It looks like a test of something. If you look at the 


waveform closely (I used CoolEdit), you'll see textbook 
pulse shaping, but most of the pulses appear to contain 


no information - the waveform is constant, the pulse 
repetition rate is constant, and the amplitude variations 
follow a regular pattern. 


The few pulses that contain modulation are modulated 
with a bit or two of BPSK or QPSK. 


The transmission shares many characteristics with PSK31. 
Either somebody wrote their own and got it wrong, or 
somebody is trying something new...

Gang, 
1) In response to several inquiries: 


The paddles used in N7RR's project are common miniature momentary switches. 
They are exposed-pin single-touch models for AC circuits and feature 
quick-connect spade-type terminals. The "touch" varies though all models 
have long pre-travel and over-travel characteristics. In paddle language 
this translates to very wide spacing and a soft action though it is 
perfectly acceptable for this application. 


There are many manufacturers including C & K, Cherry and Crouzet. The 
packaging is usually a brown plastic shell (1" x 3/4" x 1/2" LWH typical) 
with a small white actuating button near an edge on one end. Some models 
feature a metal arm with or without roller). The arms can be bent backwards 
until they snap off without affecting electrical performance. 


For drawings see Allied catalog #980 (pages 207, 212, 214) or Digikey 
catalog #0991 (pages 407, 408). 


2) Regarding "one-handing" paddles mounted in a plastic pill bottle: 


The generic perscription bottle I chose has no markings. The plastic bends 
easily to accomodate the switches so the dimensions are not critical. WONVM 
has my paddles so I'm guessing the diameter was around 1" or so and the 
bottle has a slight taper. 


Very soft switches seem to work better two-handed, for me anyway. Switches 
with a slightly firmer "touch" work better one-handed. Depending on operator 
technique a harder setting allows fingertips to rest right on the buttons 
while waiting to transmit. This is difficult to achieve with soft-touch models. 


I have picked bluegrass banjo for almost thirty years so the one-handed 
alternative is natural for me. But, like CW all it took to learn was a 
little dedication and practice. When successful it is nice to be able to key 
with the left hand and log with the right hand. 


In retrospect it seems that the one-handed technique would be useful for 
mobile CW ops and perhaps a lot safer. I can also see taping the paddle 
assembly to the passenger seat to achieve the same effect. 


3) Tape or tie-wrap the pill bottle paddles (or N7RR's basic design) to a 
weighted base and there is a desk-type keyer. In did exactly that with a 
rusty iron square after adding rubber feet. It worked okay but looked really 
awful. On an operating desk the feel leaves something to be desired compared 
to commercial paddles. However, the price is hard to beat and converting 
back to portable configuration is a snap. 


Hope this is helpful to everyone inquiring. I've done some experimenting 
with momentary pc mount button switches in an effort to by-pass the long 
travel characteristics of the larger switches. If anyone wants to pick up on 
the thought and develop a practical design many homebrewers would be 
interested, I'm sure of that.
